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| Cottle And Garrett Start 


Final Round Of Long Fight

After an election, a President- 
ial order, a court injunction, and 
a spectacular two day hearing 
the ASSAC Presidential race is 
right back where it started—Bert 
Cottle vs Tom Garrett. 


Santa Ana College students 
will have the final say on the 
outcome next Friday when the 
two candidates face each other 
in a run-off election. 

Commissioner of Justice Jerry 
Burns asked ASSAC President 
Dave Whitney for the added time

‘Zombe’ Lounge Bill 
Still Haunts Senators 


A believed-to-be dead motion 
came out of its coffin to haunt 
the Senate once again, at the 
Legislature’s Tuesday meeting. 

After taking over a month to 
kill the problem of musical in- 
struments in the student lounge, 
the Senate learned recently 
that all instruments were allowed 
in the lounge, instead of intend- 
ed unamplified ones. To solve 
this mistake, the Senate passed 
bill I-86 outlawing amplifiers 
from the lounge. 

The Senate Bill stipulated that 
amplifiers could still be used for 
pre-planned activities. 

The Senate set the presidential 
run-off election for Friday, June 
4, 

In other action the Sopho- 
more Class’ request for a loan 
from the student gody was turn- 
ed down. The Finance Committee 
recommended putting the class 
project, a speaker system, on 
next year’s budget. 

An amendment to the Rallies 
Cade of the By-laws which would 
allow the incoming vice-presi- 
dent to be a judge in the pep 
squad try-outs was passed by the 
legislative body. 

Sent to committee were Bills 


for trophies for the golf team, 
a bronze plaque in Coach John 
Ward’s honor, life-time student 
body membership for Ward, and 
a limited number of life-time 
membership cards. 


in order to put on the election in 
a more organized manner. The 
Senate and Cabinet concurred. 

Five and one-half hours of 
courtroom battle ended at 3:30 
p.m. Friday and the Supreme 
Court announced its decision to: 
hold a run-off election at 12 
noon Monday. 

COTTLE ELIGIBLE 

In its findings the high court 
held that Cottle was an eligible 
candidate during the May 12 pri- 
mary election even though he 
was under a 2.0 at the quarter. 

Burns, who represented the 
ASSAC against Cottle, said after 
the decision that “In my own 
mind Cottle is still ineligible, but 
I must go along with the decision 
of the Court since I believe in 
its concept.” 

AMENDMENT’S PASSAGE 

The Court further held that 
Cottle is an eligible candidate for 


-a run-off even though. the amend- 


ment making a 2.0 at the quarter 
necessary was passed. at the pri- 


‘mary. 


The justices reported that 
President Whitney was within his 
rights to declare Garrett the 
winner, but that he was misin- 
formed in assuming that the run- 
off would be a separate election. 

As to the 17 disputed write-in 
votes for Cottle, the court voted 
to allow only those that wrote in

Other firsts might appear in 
the form of Bill Delaney in the 
mile, Sal’ Mendoza in the two 
mile and the 440-yard relay team. 
Both Delaney and Mendoza miss- 
ed firsts in the Southern Cal by 
one tenth of a second. 

LEDBETTER 54-1114 

Steve Ledbetter rates fourth 
in the shot put but could surprise 
and finish as high as second. Led- 
better has a career best of 54- 
11% but the best Northern put- 
ter has only done 52-4. 

In the 880 Gil Rangel and Mike 
Eck placed second and third in 
the Southern Cal and are rated 
fourth and fifth in the state. 

“Our mile relay foursome did- 
n’t qualify this time,” said Ward, 
“last year we won this event, 
which was the final race of the 
day, to win the title. We have to 
have the crown cinched by this 
race or we are dead.” 

“In 1955 we didn’t win the 
Southern Cal but took the state 
meet because nobody knocked off 
our point getters but split points 
among themselves. This time it 
just might happen to us,” warns 
Ward.

Moomaw Professes- 
Automation Will Stay 


“Automation is here to stay,” 
claims Harold A. Moomaw, chair- 
man of engineering division at 
Santa Ana College. 

There has to be human intelli- 
gence behind automation, and 
“We are trying to develop the 
necessary brain-power here in 
college,” he continued. 

A mechanical engineer may de- 
sign a bolt making machine that 
throws a lot of people out of 
work. “What are we going to do 
with these people? Some will be- 


. moan their fate with automation 


progress, but others will go .to 
school, and learn how to keep 
pace with this new way of living,”’ 
he answered. 

In actuality he will be better- 
ing himself with new education, 
more salary, and probably less 
working. hours for his efforts. 

Statistics show a crying need 
for trained men in the new fields. 
“Young people are in training 


now, but it takes time. When 
they are prepared they will be 
stepping into nice paying jobs. 
The older ones without training 
will be forced into seeking other 
types of work or seek an educa- 
tion,” he said. 

SAC in the past has always had 
a higher. percentage than most 
junior colleges in engineering. 
Moomaw_ teaches_ engineering 
drawing, surveying, introduction 
engineering, and _ architectural 
drawing. 

It takes approximately five 
years to earn a Masters degree 
in engineering, but a junior col- 
lege graduate may earn from 
$450 to $600 dollars a month to 
begin with. “Usually they go on, 
and get their Masters,” he con- 
cluded. 

Moomaw has been teaching en- 
gineering since 1936; 29 years 
of keeping pace with our chang- 
ing world.

Dana King Hammond, SAC’s 
first president, and Bill Cook, 
SAC’s athletic director, were 
guests of honor at the May 1956 
Science Fair, where Hammond 
Hall and Bill Cook Gym were 
dedicated. . 

Sounding off from 7:30 a.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. in the snack bar of 
the student union’in 1957 was 
the “six - plays - for - a - quarter - 
juke,” which ranked as the “top 
monotony breaker of SAC’s daily 
clas routine.” 

In September, 1957, Dr. John 
E. Johnson and O. Carl Schulz

took over as SAC President and 
Dean of Instruction, respectively. 


MR. MAGOO 


Mr. Magoo and “The Male 
Animal” made the scene at SAC 
in October 1958. The famed Mr. 
Magoo cartoons were shown at 
the first assembly of the year, 
and James Thurber’s comedy 
“The Male Animal’? was the cur- 
rent production of the College 
Players. 


Final tests were conducted in 
December on machinery and 
equipment of SAC’s new swim- 
ming pool, a joint project of the 
city of Santa Ana and the col- 
lege. Olympic Champion Dr. 
Sammy Lee was on hand for the 
dedication. 


Vice Principal Thomas Tra- 
wick of Santa Ana High School 
was named Dean of Students and 
SAC counselor William Corser 
was promoted to Associate Dean 
of Students in May, 1959.

ized Supreme Court held «its 
first case in October, 1959,and 
“set a precedent in the handling 
of vaandalism.” Eight defendants 
pleaded guilty to the charges of 
damaging Orange Coast College, 
stating that they were ‘“‘told by 
Sophomores that this was the 
thing to do during the so-called 
‘Orange Coast Week’.”’ 
RESTRICTIONS SET 


Restrictions put on the stu- 
dents included probation for the 
rest of the semester and payment 
for damage by the end of the 
school year. “If payment is not 
made, they are disqualified from 
attending any‘college in the Uni- 
ted States for the next semester,” 
stated Supreme Court chairman 
Jarrell Mauck. 


SAC’s new mascot, “El Don,” 
a 12-foot high paper-mache sta- 
ttue constructed on a wire and 
wooden framework, depicted the 
traditional Spanish Gentleman, 
with flat hat, bolero and bell-bot- 
tomed trousers. The mascot was 
constructed in December, 1959 
for rallies, assemblies and other 
campus events, and is still used 
today.

REAL ESTATE MAJOR 


All the courses are applicable 
toward an Associate in Arts de- 
gree with a major in real estate. 
They may also be applied toward 
a California Real Estate certifi- 
cate, which is granted by SAC in 
cooperation with the California 
State Division of Real Estate 
and the California Real Estate 
Association. 

Peters said that students who 
successfully complete the R E 
Practices and Law course can ap- 
ply those sections as equivalents 
for the same portions of the Cal- 
ifornia State Brokers examina- 
tion. 

BASIC LAW COURSE 


“These courses not only fulfill 
broker’s requirements but are ex- 
cellent for many other people,” 
Peters explained, “Property own- 
ers, investors and those engaged 
in real estate sales should cer- 
tainly have a good _ working 
knowledge of applicable laws. 
This course will provide that fun- 
damental knowledge.”

Ward Steals Show At Banquet

The cross country team that 
year brought the Eastern Confer- 
ence cup to Santa Ana where it 
would remain for the next three 
years. 

GOLFERS WIN EC 

In 1961 the golf team again 
took first in the Eastern Confer- 
ence, but dropped to a sixth 
place in state competition, and 
the following semester the foot- 
ball team won the conference 
crown, sparked by the playing 
of All-American, Keith Ludhof. 

Don tracksters captured the 
Eastern Conference title in 1962. 

FINEST FOOTBALL TEAM 

1962 was SAC’s finest year 
for football, with the winning of 
the Eastern Conference and the 
Junior Rose Bowl. SAC defeat- 
ed Columbia Basin Junior Col- 
lege 20-0 in the JRB. 

In ’63 the Don Golfers lost 
the Eastern Conference dual 
championship for the first time 
in four years, but vindicated 
themselves by coming back to 
win the EC tournament title. 

3RD STRAIGHT 

Cross Country did its part by 
winning the conference crown 
for the third straight year. 

1964 was the big year for the 
track team. They went undefeat- 
ed to win the Eastern Conference 
title, and finished by taking
